A httlo hoforo twelve on that 
day tho men of tho king's escort, imm- 
beriug about a hiinclred, and the regi- 
ment of the king's foot guards.of both 

-. of which corps I shall say more pre- 
'sently, are paraded in arms upon tho 
square ■with thoir baud, their fifes and 
drums, &c., and as the clock strikas 
tweh-e are marched into church with 
fixed bayonetH and baudn inlaying. The 
infantry stands facing the high altar 
in columns of companies, leaving an 
aisle up the centre of tlae church. 
This in liiled at once by the dismount- 
ed horsdmen of the kin^^'a escort. The 
king now enters the church, ac- 
companied by his staff, and proceeds 
up tho aislo to the foot of 
the altar. The band strikes up, the 

• troops present arms, and alow mass 
is said, a few drummer boys in thoir 
regimentals acting as acolytes. Tho 
jjlrtya during the Nvhole service, only 
at the moment of elevation the escort 
draTTS swords and all the troops drop 
OQ one knee, which is oustomarj in 
Boman Catholic countries. On Sun- 
days the square of Estella is thronged 
■with men and women from all parts of 
tha three provinces, who como to see 
tho king, and when ho appears at 
the church porch, mass being over, he 
'is saluted by vociferous acclamations. 
It is in rain that hia followers close 
around him, and thai; a lino of soldiers 
on •ither side endeavour to keep tho 
way clear. Tho people, men, women, 
ami childreu, prc.-;s forward, and a 
struggle begins among the foiemost 
in the crowd to catoh hold of the king's 
Land, to kis3 it. They fall on their 
Icnees before iiiia, tlioy got between 
soldiers and arj quite irrc]n'esiiiblo. 
Such is the onchu.siasm of the iiili;Lhi- 
tants of theso prDviuco.s for tho young 
prince. As I said before, they show 

' so signs of weariness of this long war, 
and of the burdens it lay upon them. 
Indeed, one of tho most remarkable 
features of this strange struggle ia tho 
perfect amity wliiuli reigns between 
the soldiery and tho population. When 
off duty tho soldiers will help the peo- 
ple upon whom they are billeted in 
tteir labors. TIio vintage has just 
been finished, and while it lasted tho 
vineyard! wore full of soh.lior.s assist- 
ing the country people to get in thoir 
gnivca.

The Appeal. 

Else^Yhere we publish extitvotH from 
a Louilon journal which has kindly 
lou^ an enr to tho missioniiry from tho 
Pacifio. This ia the sama journnl 
which, under the inspiration of the 
Hon. William Macdougall.G.B. , made 
auok an eihibitiou of splenetic ignor- 
ance regarding Canadian affair, a few 
months ago. It will be observed that 
the article is written, in a subdued 
tone, a marked contrast with former 
articles. It had no tueana o^ knowing 
what tho relaxed. terms were, bfit,' al- 
though probably less than Columbia 
WHS entitled to, it thought they would 
donbtle.43 prove satisfactory, and it had dis- 
covered that "there ia no roaHon to be- 
lieve that the people of the Dominion 
intended any injustice or wrong against 
its youngest and most distant mem- 
ber. " One cannot suppresH a smile 
when coming to that part of tho ar- 
ticle wheio Columbia is described ns 
standing oscillating on the verge of 
of the abyss of secession, ftom which 
she was timely snatched by the tact 
and skill of Lord Carnarvon! This 
will all be news to tho people of Bri- 
tish Columbia; for nobody knew before 
that there was to bo found in all tho Pro- 
vince a baker's dozen of intelligent 
persons inclined to espouse anything 
so extrenroly foolish. It was known, 
however, that an attempt was made 
by the local organ of the Government 
to raise the cry of secession; but it 
fell still-born. The object was doubt- 
less to make use of tho cry at home. 
Another London journal, very much 
better informed -on Canadian affairs 
and loss liable to be "used" for party 
purposes, takes a different and much 
more correct view of the subject. It 
saj's.— "Our readers are thoroughly 
aware of the matter in dispute between 
the Government of the Dominion and 
British Columbia. They also know 
that Mr. Walkem does hot represent 
the whole of British Columbia, but 
only a few of its inhabitants, and we 
have no doubt that Sir. Walkoui him- 
self has discovered by this time tho 
mistake he made when Ixe hastened to 
plead his case at the Colonial-pffico. 
Had Mr. AValkem been as moderate in 
hia pretensions at Ottawa as no doubt 
he was in Downing-.«troet, ho need 
not have li.'ul his journey for his 
pains; he need not, whicii is more 
important still, have created the false 
ampression that tho present Govern- 
ment of the Dominion were, to use his 
own phrase, anxious to "leave British 
Columbia out in the cold." "We have 
reason to know that whatever ques- 
tions were pending between the Do- 
noinion Government and; the North- 
West Province are now settled, and 
when the terms of the settlement are 
published ^^•o have little doubt that 
British Columbia will bo found to 
have received all that could be done 
for it, and which would have been 
done without any unseemlymeddling.'

A QRKAT BUCCES3. 

Many of tho bituatioaH and grouping.s 
wore very picturesque, while the ease and 
rapidity with which the natives of tho 
forcHt handled tlieir pieces, esocutiug the 
most dilllcult maiuLHivres and combina- 
< ■ tiouH with almost the precision of olock- 
worli, oliciti',! hearty and well-merited 
ftpplanso frern tho spectators. 

Tho baiul is ouiupusod of litho, active 
young men roiiro.soutiiig various tribo.s of 
our Northein and \\'i;sttrn frontier, Tho 
detuchuieut exhibiting last evening cou- 
eists cl' reoreseuLativea of those tribes 
inhabiting portions of Oregon, Washing- 
ton Territory, Vancouver and Queen 
Charlottu's Lsland.s, British Columbia and 
Ala.'ika, and were .'ioloctod expressly for 
Ciptaiii MojJ,)niild by Uolouol Powell, 
Indian Agent fur tho British Government, 
resiiling at Vit-turia. When brought to 
this city, some three months since, they 
were totally undisciplined in the use of 
arms ond ignorant of tlio English lang- 
uage. They have h.'on drilled entirely' by 
rule, cxecuiting all their moveinenls sim- 
ply by the blow of a whistle. Their dress 
is show3', but neat and pijuiresijuo, par- 
taking of tho Indian characteristic. Cap- 
tain McDonald't) success in thus accom- 
plishing a task that has been heretofore 
pronounced by military critics and In- 
dian Agents an impossible oue, staiujis 
Jhini an u. remarkable man. 

The Captain says that if given charge 
of an Indian lieservation, he could make 
tho Indians thereon equal in the manual 
of arms to any regiment. 

THE OliJKCT. 

Captain McDonald holds that tho .same 
aystem which hus brought t > ,iuch ppr- 
ieotion this handful of Indians, can bo 
carried uul on a nvu-e estondod soaln, and 
that largo bodies may be trained to move 
na one man. He n-gards the subject u.s 
one of griMit iiiiiiort.inee, worthy the at 
tontioii of the (iovurninent and p<!oplo. 
Hfl intends to go on and perfect them in 
the drill, and to exhibit them in tlie 
Eastern and Western cities, so as to bring 
tlio matter to tho iinmodiate attention of 
military ami civic olllcials and of the 
people at largo. We understand the Cui)- 
tain will also i^-esnnl them at t'hiladel- 
phia, ropreaonxiOdilornia at tho cuming 
Centennial, when this spark from tho 
"West will doubtless kindle a flame of en- 
thusiasm among our Eastern brethren, 
A iiK.vF.i'i !■ sfiiii!:sri;D.

The New RailliTmy Term 

Ottawa, Dec. 9th. 
Dispatches just received from Lord 
Carnarvon by the Dominion Government 
rospeetiiig the Paeilic Kailway disjiute 
\uth liritiah Columbia, convey tho views 
of His Lordship on what should bo done 
by Canada and accepted by that Province. 
Machon/.ie's oiler by Edgar was that tho 
Dominion Government should build im- 
mediately the roadon Ynnoauver. [sland 
frcm Esquimau to Nanaimo, about sixty 
miles, ami expend not less tlian .S 1 
000 annually ou tho nniinlatid for tho 
completion of survey;! and buildiiif; tele 
graph across the continent, as well as to 
uoUHtruct a passable trail or road ou thu 
line as fast as looated. Some three or 
four months ago overtures wore made by 
prominent gontloinon in Columbia to the 
Dominion Governniont to ascovtaiii who- 
ther any modilicntion of tlieso proposals 
would bo considered. They were in- 
formed that the Government was quib' 
prepared todisbasa any modiilcations of 
a reasonable character. Changes then 
suggested were to make annual expemli- 
turo two million.s, and lix a remote pi'riod 
for completion of tho line from Lake Su- 
perior to Port Gurry westwagl, according 
to tho plan of tho Government. These 
suggestions Lord Carnarvon Ihink.i iva- 
sonable, end he names 18'JO as tho dale 
wheu the line should be so far completed. 
Furthermore, he approves of tlie wisdom 
of the policy of the Dominion Govcu'ii- 
;nont in the meautinie to ntilizt? v.atcr 
communication from Fort Gurry to the 
Kooky Mouiitain.'j. It is understood that 
the Public Works Department will \ic 
ready to invito toiulers for the lino betwcmi 
Thunder Bay and Fort Garry in tlii> 
c ourse of a few weeks. It is also iiroba- 
ble lliat a portion of the steel rails recent- 
ly contracted for will be shipped to the 
Paeilic. 

The' Virgini.a (Nevada) A' ..'r-r/. /■!,<.■ calls 
attention to tho fact that during llio past. 
five months the leading mines ou the 
Comstock range have advanced in price 
307,000,000. Last August the mines 
whose stock was being sold in tho Sau 
Francisco Board were worth, at the prices 
thou ruling, S3.S, 000,000; one week ago, 
last Monday, Dec. 7lli, these same mines 
were worth — taking tho selling price — 
8105,000,000. The Enlcrin-i^c declares 
that this is by no moans a high price, (Con- 
sidering tho auiount of ore in sight along 
tho lead, and its opinion is fully borne 
out by tho experienced judgment of min- 
ing exports. A grinllenian skilled in 
metallurgy, who recently inspected the 
great bonanza in tho Consolidated Vir- 
ginia and California mines, predicts that 
it will attract scientific miners from all 
parts of tho world.

The ('ilizm the other evening publish- 
f.l ono of those articles from the "British 
Pieei" with which it has of late been 
wont to tire tho lla;;giiig zeal of the "Loy-

Walkem had don© high and mighty 
things nt London, and that the Govorn- 
ment of Canada had been coiniielled to 
come dov,-ii upon thoir bonded knees to 
him. U niigiit suggest itself to any ono 
v,-h() pretended to know anything of the 
rtdations of self •governing countrios like 
Canada to the Colonial Otllce in London, 
that they did not permit of any such com 
pulsion. Responsible government knows 
of no such means of redressing a wrong, 
if wrong there were; and as in this case it 
was mer(dy the diliiculty, into which ucr- 
sislenco in some exceedingly silly ideas 
by a somewhat foolish gentleman had led 
a Province of the Dominion, which had to 
be got over.all that (he Minister who pro 
sides over tho Colonial OfUco could do 
would lie to pat that gontlenian very 
gently on t!io shoulder, advise him to ba 
a gooil boy, and say that he would do : s 
iniudi lor him with tho Dominion Gov- 
ornmenl a ; he could. The great British 
authority with which we are oonfronled 
savs some very pompous things, and in- 
dicates the ppBsossion of a vast r mount 
of knowledge on this particular 
Riibjoct; but it turns out that nil 
that it po.sitively does know is that 
,Mr, Walkem had been pabified, that 
s line arrangiunont had been arrived nt 
with which ho was Balisfied. and that it 
was to be pros umed the people of hia 
Province would bo Biitisfied too.

Mr. Mackenzio.as is woU known, 
last year commissioned Mr. Edgor to go to 
British Columbia and arranffo for sonio 
nioditicatiou of the terms of union. 'Mr. 
Edgar was empowered to confer with tho 
Local Governiueut on this qnostion, and 
to submit to tleju a proposition on bo- 
half ,of-the Dominion Qovernmunt as a 
sort of basis upon which to proceed. As 
18 well known, Mr. Walkoni's sillinesa 
broke np tho negotiations without any- 
thing having boon done and the envoy 
was very properly recnllod.

England, ho was informed, npon making 
enquiry, .that Iho Govern muu t were pro- 
pared to consider any proposition ho 
might have to make; but ho loft for Eng- 
land without making any. TJie London 
newspaper which announces his reputed 
succiiss with such a flourish of trumpets 
13 content to accept things with a great 
deal of faith in this iiistauco bevond its 
ordinary ouBtpin. It is only necessary 
for It to know that Mr. -Walkom is naeifi- 
oil and England, Canada and B'ritisli 
Columbia, must of iicoeasity, be content. 
It so happens, however, that what has 
lieon considered by Lord Carnarvon as a 
satisfactory folution of tho whole ditflcul- 
ty »a ^^^^ ^^tf' Walke.-u's proposition, 
ihe modiaontioasof the terms whiidi havo 
commended themselves to tho good senso 
of the Colonial Minister arc the result of 
overtures mado to the Government by 
prominent citizeiii. of British Columbia 
after their Gooruraent bad put thbm- 
selves in direct antoganism to the Dom- 
inion. The only alteration of the origin- 
al pfoposition ni.ide tlirough Mj'. Edgar 
IS that two million dollars instead of ono 
million fivo liumlred thousand shall bo 
annually expended within tho Province 
until the completion of the railwar, and 
Lord Carnarvon suggests that 1890 woald 
be a reaaonahlo date to fis within which 
tho completion should take place. In- 
stead of his L)i(l.<diip having condemn- 
ed the pohoy proposed by the Domin- 
ion Govorninont, lio "has approve! 
of it in Gvory Dirticnlar, especially thoir 
intention to utilize in the meantime tho 
water-stretches. If Mr. Walkem and his 
friends aro content to accept this as any 
thing other than 11 humiliutiou,thoy must 
be very forbearing. If they aro willing 
to look at it as a victory, the people of 
Canada will not begrudge them tha the 
satisfactio.i it may afford lliom, for as- 
suredly it is a great victory— to common 
sense aud sound reason— a victory by 
which not only will the presifqe of Mr. 
Mackenzie's Gororunient bo nioro fully 
est.iblished than over, but from which tho 
whole people of Canada are likely to reap 
gn at advantages.

Tlie nesessily for this is inoro 
or less indicated by the very subdued 
tone of the speech of the guest of the 
evening.
